50,000 persona in each, unless the limita-

In the census of I860, tho number of 


Assistant Marshals actually employed was 
4,417, which with a population of"31,443,-

that the causes operating to produce a 
miaaUr subdivision than, sterns to nave 
been originally contemplated wUl be found 
to have equal force in the present enuin.e- 
ration. 


Tbe following suggestions arc offered 


for the consideration of Marshals in the 
discharge of this duty:

1. All things equal, there is a pluia ad- 


vantage in preserving1 the boundaries of 
subdivisions taken for tho last census, 
wherever the proviso attached to tho third 
section was then properly respected. In 
tiLs way it wiU be easier io make an ap- 
proximatioir to the present- number ot 
persons, farms, shopv&c., ik each sub- 
division, both with reference to "determin- 
ing the probable1*; compensation of Jfl«siat- 
ants and. to distributing ia advance tJie 
blanks required for'eimmeratioa. 


2.- AH other thins? equal, subdivision =•

3. Where any section, of country is (lis- 


tinguUhed by a special industry, it is 
highly desirable that such section. shoald 
form a distinct subdivision or group* of 
subdivisions, H is plain that such an ar- 
rangement will tend "to secure a mare fall 
«ad exact WpTeseatation. of that industry. 
Pttrttenlcrly is this true of tbe coast and 
lake fUh«Ties, which have hitbgfto beon 
aoei inadequately 
enumerated. 
It is 


therefore recommended that ia making ap- 
portionments and assignments in sections 
interacted in the fisheries, the subdivisions 
be mads as large as- is otherwise conven- 
ient.

4. XtiflMDt fWfeyfeUo that tlie arrange- 


ment ofSeiodiriaiona Should be made mere- 
ly or mainly to produce numerical or geo- 
graphicarnnifeinnilj^ Subdivisions vary- 
rngctmnderitblyin extentof •urfoce and 
in number of population, but suited to ail 
the other conditions of a thorough enum- 
eration, and consistent with a jiut distri- 
bution of the compensation among the 
whole body of assistants employed, and 
arc to be preferred to subdivisions cutout 
from a d&trict by a uniform rule, without 
regard to poenliarities of occupation, &e. 


It W desirable to respect the unity of 


every city in which more than one As- 
sistant Marshal may be appointed, in such 
a way that the returns of the two, three, 
five, ten or more assistants who may be as- 
ugned to, the enumeration shall, together, 
make zip tlie proper returns of the city as a 
whole, including nothing beside. 


It may, in some cases, be necessary to 


assign' part of one village, town, or ward, 
and the whole of others to a single assist- 
ant; bat tne tw«BTvment to an assistant of 
parts of two towns, villages, w wards will 
be unnecessary. 


APPOIXTMEST OF ASSISTANTS. 


After separating your district into sub- 


divisions, according to the terms of tlie 
law, and, as far, as may be consistent with 
the spirit of these instructions, you will 
proceed to chooso'assistants, as provided in 
section 4 of the act of Hay S3,1850. 


It i* earnestly hoped that all duty will 


be performed with care. Temperate, intel- 
ligent, and active men, generally ana 
IftvarmWy taiown in tho community, and 
well versed in letter* and figures, should 
b« Milected for this work. No. other con- 
nderationscan exist which aro of sufficient 
importance, .to ontireigh ^tho demands of 
an accurate and complete enumeration. 


The law requires, that assistants shall 


be residents of the subdivisions for v.-hiclt 
they arc appointed. 


"VTheie a foreign language is spoken to 


any great extent, it is esacntinl that assist- 
ants should be itblo to converse in that
